Samples  of  water  taken  early  in  tha  year  were  found  to 
be  contaminated,  and  unlit  for  drinking.  Chlorination  by  the 
chloramine  drip  process  is  now  carried  out , and  the  reports  of 
the  Bacteriologist  are  satisfactory. 

The  supply  is  inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Town, 
and  in  dry  periods  water  has  to  be  obtained  from  the  Narberth 
Rural  District. 


DRAINAGE  AN])  SEWERAGE . 

^ Houses  are  all  connected  with  the  sewer.  The  sewers  are 
oj.d  and  canno L be  considered  adequate  for  the  increased  volume 
of  sewerage  caused  by  the  installation  of  bathrooms  and  water- 
closets.  The  outfall  is  unsatisfactory. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL . 

House  refuse  is  collected  in  a covered  cart  twice  a week, 
and  disposed  ox  by  a system  of  partially  controlled  tipping. 


HOUSING. 

Fourteen  Council  houses  were  completed  and  occupied 
during  che  year.
